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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a composition, classified in class 424, subclass 
various. 

II. Claims 6-1 8, drawn to a method of using the composiiton, classified in 
class 435, subclass various. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially distinct process such as treating wounds. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: the many different fibrinolytic agents and antioxidants. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Suzanne Jepson on 7/7/2005 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-5, pine 
bark extract and nattokinase. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 6-18 are withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 GFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Akatsuka (title, col. 6, lines 20-29), JP 0631 1849 (abstract), WO 002076240 (abstract), 

JP 2002360220 (abstract), or JP 20022291436 (abstract) taken with Milstein et al. (title, 

abstract, col. 3, lines 1-10), Ganan-Calvo (col. 25, lines 45-62), Norn's et al. (paragraph 

131 ) or JP 2003095964 (abstract). 
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Akatsuka (title, col. 6, lines 20-29), JP 0631 1849 (abstract), WO 002076240 
(abstract), JP 2002360220 (abstract), and JP 20022291436 (abstract) each teach that 
natto kinase is known to be added to foods. 

Milstein et al. (title, abstract, col. 3, lines 1-10), Ganan-Calvo (col. 25, lines 45- 

62), Norn's et al. (paragraph 131) and JP 2003095964 (abstract) each teach that pine 

bark is known to be added to foods and Milstein specifically mentions Pinus maritima. 

It is well known that it is prima facie obvious to combine two or more ingredients 
each of which is taught by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose in order to 
form a third composition which is useful for the same purpose. The idea for combining 
them flows logically from their having been used individually in the prior art. In re 
Sussman, 1943 CD. 518; In re Pinten, 459 F.2d 1053, 173 USPQ 801 (CCPA 1972); In 
re Susi, 58 CCPA 1074, 1079-80; 440 F.2d 442, 445; 169 USPQ 423, 426 (1971); In re 
Crockett, 47 CCPA 1018, 1020-21; 279 F.2d 274, 276-277; 126 USPQ 186, 188 (1960). 



The reason or motivation to modify a reference may often suggest what the 
inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to solve a different problem. It is 
not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same 
advantage or result discovered by applicant. While there must be motivation to 
make the claimed invention, there is no requirement that the prior art provide the 
same reason as the applicant to make the claimed invention.

Thus, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to add the 
pine bark and the natto kinase to form one single composition since they were both 
individually known in the art to be used for the same purpose, namely to be used in 
foods.
